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live  amoii!^'  us  and  become  the  foundation  of  Hinsdale  in  the 
future ;  and  for  these  people  we  could  do  a  much  better  job 
with  a  form  of  vocational  training.  The  best  example  of  this 
is  shown  in  the  fact  that  since  September  we  have  lost  20%  of 
the  people  in  our  Junior  class,  not  for  lack  of  scholastic  ability 
because  they  had  gone  through  two  years  of  the  school  and 
had  received  their  credits,  but  because  we  could  not,  with  the 
present  facilities  offer  them  what  they  needed  in  the  educa- 
tional line. 

It  costs  Hinsdale  less  than  $75  per  pupil  to  keep  the  pupil 
in  school  for  one  year,  but  it  costs  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
around  $300  to  keep  a  man  or  woman  in  jail.  When  the  schools 
function  correctly  the  jail  goes  out  of  business. 

We  are  pretty  fortunate  in  Hinsdale  in  having  a  Juvenile 
Court  which  understands  the  danger  of  sending  boys  and  girls 
to  a  reform  school.  We  may  be  proud  of  our  Juvenile  Court 
record  in  this  way. 

With  added  facilities  the  educational  system  in  Hinsdale 
could  be  made  to  practically  prohibit  any  necessity  for  a 
Juvenile  Court ;  as  in  the  training  of  citizens  within  the  school 
system,  if  sufficient  interest  can  be  obtained  to  keep  the  pupil 
within  the  school,  and  if  this  training  be  adequate  socially, 
mentally,  and  physically,  the  finished  product  stays  out  of  jail 
because  interest  may  be  found  in  legal  fields ;  in  other  words, 
he  has  been  shown  to  use  all  if  his  ability  to  such  an  extent  that 
illegal  procedure  is  unnecessary.  Such  an  individual  is  actually 
self  supporting  and  physically  and  mentally  stronger ;  and  this 
group,  to  a  great  extent,  should  be  made  up  of  our  non-privileg- 
ed pupils. 

There  is  grave  danger  of  a  serious  auto  accident  at  the  foot 
of  the  hill  below  the  school  when  school  lets  out;  at  noon  time 
especially.  In  this  same  line  the  grade  school  on  Bridge  street 
is  in  perhaps  more  serious  danger  of  an  accident  in  front  of 
their  school  than  is  the  High  School.  Police  protection  and 
traffic  regulation  might  save  some  child  from  injury  or  death. 
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We  have  improved  the  outward  appearance  of  our  school 
buildings.  A  coat  of  paint  and  a  lawn  has  helped  perhaps  more 
than  some  can  imagine,  in  the  fact  that  instinctively  all  of 
us  are  proud  of  a  nice  looking  public  ground  and  building.  In- 
ternally our  system  of  ventilation  might  be  improved,  as  at 
present  some  pupils  have  to  sit  near  open  windows  and  some 
must  sit  near  radiators ;  which  is  bound  to  result  in  coughs, 
colds,  grippe,  and  pneuomnia.  The  teacher  cannot  be  held  re- 
sponsible, as  fresh  air  is  necessary.  It  would  help  our  physical 
record  to  have  a  change  in  the  system  of  ventilation. 

A  course  in  personal  hygiene  for  both  girls  and  boys  is 
needed.  This  should  be  given  by  a  physician. 

There  is  available  in  town  at  the  present  time  a  building 
which  could  be  used  as  a  gymnasium  and  for  school  parties, 
this  has  been  neglected  in  the  past  for  lack  of  proper  physical 
equipment.  The  building  referred  to  is  that  formerly  occupied 
by  the  Leach  Manufacturing  Company. 

We  may  be  well  pleased  with  the  record  of  our  graduates 
of  the  past  years  who  have  entered  other  schools  and  colleges, 
as  we  have  had  no  failures  and  the  rank  percentage  has  been 
extremely  high.  These  people  have  worked  hard  and  have 
shown  that  comparatively  they  have  been  well  trained.  It  seems 
that  our  representative  venture  should  be  in  the  training  of 
those  who  are  not  privileged  to  go  elsewhere  to  school  and 
Avho,  in  the  course  of  a  few  more  years,  will  probably  become 
one  of  us,  as  most  of  this  group  find  emplojanent  in,  and  live 
in  Hinsdale.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hinsdale : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  tenth  annual  re- 
port. 

Building's  and  Grounds :  During  the  months  of  March  and 
April  (1934)  all  of  the  buildings  in  use  were  painted  on  the 
outside.  This  work  was  completed  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
Federal  Government,  the  School  Board  furnishing  the  materials 
and  the  government  the  labor.  The  well  at  the  Monument 
School  was  consummated  by  the  same  arrangement. 

Several  entirely  unanticipated  expenditures  have  been  en- 
countered but  if  we  have  no  more  this  year,  the  budget  will 
stand  the  strain.  First,  new  grates  had  to  be  purchased  for 
the  high  school  boiler,  costing  over  $200.  Both  boilers  in  the 
central  schools  are  archaic  and  it  is  getting  difficult  to  get  parts 
for  them.  They  have  about  served  their  day.  Sooner  or  later 
they  will  have  to  be  replaced.  I  sincerely  hope  that  they  will 
last  until  we  have  a  modern  and  satisfactory  school  plant  for 
our  children.  We  lack  adequate  playgrounds,  assembly  hall, 
gymnasium  facilities  for  health  and  social  programs,  as  well  as 
room  and  facilities  for  broadening  the  curriculum  offerings  in 
our  high  school.  Second,  during  the  freshet  early  in  January, 
the  pipe  carrying  water  to  the  Bridge  Street  building  was 
swept  away  by  the  ice  in  the  river.  Third,  the  spring  water 
supply  for  the  high  school  froze. 

In  the  near  future  we  should  acquire  additional  land  at  the 
Monument  School  for  a  suitable  and  adequate  playground. 

Teachers  and  Pupils :  Several  changes  are  to  be  noted  in 
the  teaching  staff.  Miss  Brunei  resigned  and  Miss  Taylor  was 
transferred  from  the  Plains  School  to  the  Monument.   Miss 


Veronica  Fitzgerald  of  Manchester,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Normal  School  was  secured  for  the  Plains.  In  the  fourth  grade, 
Miss  Edna  Freihofer  resigned  to  accept  a  more  lucrative  posi- 
tion in  Claremont.  Miss  Doris  Foxlow,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Normal  who  had  been  teaching  for  four  years  in  Spofford,  was 
engaged  to  fill  this  vacancy.  Matrimony  claimed  Miss  Yaloff 
from  Grade  6  and  her  place  is  taken  by  Miss  Mary  Shea  of 
Manchester,  a  Plymouth  graduate  of  several  years  experience. 

In  the  High  School,  two  vacancies  were  filled.  Miss  Caro- 
line Howard,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Vermont  with  a 
year's  study  in  France,  took  the  place  of  Miss  Marion  West  as 
teacher  of  French  and  Latin.  Miss  Estelle  T.  Pray  of  Ports- 
mouth, a  graduate  of  the  New  Hampshire  University,  was  en- 
gaged as  teacher  of  Home  Economics  in  place  of  Miss  Dorothy 
Frost.  Thus  the  staff  was  completed  for  the  current  year. 

Beginning  with  the  current  year,  a  school  bus  was  put  in 
operation  carrying  the  children  from  the  north  part  of  the  town 
to  the  High  School.  I  believe  this  to  be  a  wise  move  on  the  part 
of  the  Board  in  that  it  makes  it  possible  for  all  children  to  have 
the  advantages  of  the  High  School  and  Junior  High  School  and 
all  are  transported  in  an  approved  manner. 

The  schools  are  well  staffed  and  the  work  being  accom- 
plished is  a  high  standard  of  quality. 

The  outstanding  need  in  Hinsdale  is  for  a  suitable  plant. 
We  have  cement  roads  and  are  on  the  way  to  an  excellent  water 
and  sewage  system.  All  these  are  important  and  add  greatly  to 
the  comfort  and  health  of  the  community.  In  the  onward  march 
of  progress,  we  should  not  overlook  the  health,  safety  and  edu- 
cational welfare  of  our  youth.  In  this  connection,  I  want  to 
quote  what  I  wrote  last  year:  "But,  in  urging  your  thoughtful 
consideration  of  the  needs  of  the  high  school,  you  will  not  over- 
look even  more  deplorable  conditions  to  which  the  youngest 
and  most  tender  of  yonr  children  are  subjected  in  the  Bridge 
Street  building.  I  have  faith  enough  to  believe  that  ere  long, 
Hinsdale  people  are  going  to  provide  their  children  with  ade- 
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([nato  facilities  tliat  we  all  can  take  pride  in.  I  believe  that  the 
real  solution  is  a  sing'le  plajit  to  jn-operly  house  all  the  children 
will)  a(l(M|iiate  space  for  recreational  life  and  adequate  provi- 
sion for  assemblies  and  physical  development." 

Tn  conclusion,  I  must  again  express  my  sincere  apprecia- 
tion to  the  teachers  and  pupils,  to  the  School  Board,  and  to  the 
parents  and  patrons  of  our  schools  for  the  loyalty  and  coopera- 
tion that  has  been  evident  all  along  the  line.
